There was a tease moment when 
the Jurors filed Uto the box for the 
last time. Thwir HarteaaB. In a Toioe 
shaldng with the eiBMIte* «f Ike 
nonoent, spoke in such a low tone 
that he could scarcely be heard. The 
elark read hack the formal rerdict: 

"Tou do say upon your oath that 
tke nald defendant The Tribune com- 
pany. U guilty in the manner and 
form as the said piatntUt hath in his 
declaration In Uita cms ewnplained 
against him and yon aasess the dam- 
ages of the said plaintiff on occasion 
of the premises oyer and above his 
costs and cliargos by him about this 
rait and in his behalf expended, at 
the sum of six cents damages." 

The editorial hi which The Tribune 
attacked Henry Ford and branded him 
aa an anarchist was printed in 191g. 
The case haa been fought through 
several courts on one point or another 
ever since, finally arriving through a 
change of venue asked by The Tribune 
in Mt Clemons. 

The charge which Judge Tuiiker 
made to the Jury dealt mainly with 
the laws ot libel and eootained among 
others, the foUotrlnc pMnis: 

"The Trlbund dalms that they care- 
fully inquired as to what Mr. Ford's 
attitude was going to be as to the 
care of bis men who Joined the na- 
tlenal guard and that they based the 
editorial chacacterising him as an 
anarchist on that Infonaation. They 
admit the tmbUeatlon and Inalat that 
Jt was true and therefore Justified; 
and that even it not true it was fair 
comment upon a matter of public In^ 
tsrest, either of which defenses arn 
auffldant if proven true. The burden. 
lurwtoTer, is upon the defense when 
Iker attempt to .make either ot the de- 
taises mentioned. They must esUb- 
lleh either the truth ot the cha^ 
they made, or that it waa fair com- 
ment within the meaning ot that 
term. 

"A newspaper haa the same right 
u an individual to Its opinJoas and 
ooBivletions— no more and no leaa." 

The court further inftunhaS the Jury 
that if they found that the «Aama waa 
ontme they must And tor the ^abtllf. 
He declared that there waa nothing 
ambiguous about the editorial It 
called Mr. Ford an anarchist and the 
only way the defendant could escape 
baiiK found guilty of libel was to 
proTO that charge.

The plan was pre- 
pared and will be directed by Col 
John E. Edgerton, of Tennessee, the 
Ceneral Centenary Treasurer and the 
Director of the Department of Fin^ 
anee for the Centenary Commission 

Colonel Edgerton is a well known 
businiess man. He is president and 
manager of the Lebanon Woolen 
Mills, president of th e Tennessee 
State Manofacturers' Association 
and during 'the. wnr he was a member 
of the Executive Committee ef the 
War Industry Board appointed by 
President. Wilson. 

"Onr slogan is no shrinkage, but 
an increase," said CoL Edgcrtsn re- 
cently. ''Just as the Southern' Meth- 
o^st ehurch has surpassed all recordt 
in securing pledges for benovel^nt 
purposes and has raised the Iragest 
sum ever given to any church at one 
time in the history of the world, so 
do we expect to set a new record in 
the colleetion of these pledges."

Twenty Thousand Churches. 

In each of the 20,000 local church 
es there will be local cabinets com 
posed of the Pastor, the Centenary 
Treasurer, the Campaign Director 
the Lay Leader, the Chairman of the 
Minute Men, the Sunday School Su 
peintendent and the rresident of the 
Woman's Missionary Society. This 
cabinet will do all the actual work of 
collecting the individual pledges. 

The persons who made subscrip 
tions will be divided into liste of 25 
and the Usta wSU be placed in charge 
of a certain number cabinet, who wiF 
colert all pledges as they come due 

One feautre of the standard plan is 
that the local church \^ill be respon- 
sible for collecting. the full amount 
of its snhacriptiMi. .
